“In particular the field of the Hydraulics Division shall embrace 
meteorology and hydrology as they affect the engineer, fluid mechanics in 
engineering usage, and applied hydraulics as a branch of engineering science 
which furnishes tha basis for hydraulic design and for the practical use of 
water in the different specialized branches of hydraulic engineering.”

1959 Hydraulics Division Meeting 
Fort Collins, Colorado 


Professor Kindsvater stated that plans are being made for holding the 1959 
Hydraulics Division conference at Colorado State University on July 1-3. The 
program for this conference will probably consist of six technical sessions, 
one sponsored by each of the six technical committees. 
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ASCE Task Force on Water Resources 


The Task Committee on Water Resources completed its report in March 
1958 and submitted it to the Society Board of Direction. Briefly, that report 
finds that the Society is not adequately covering many of the elements of the 
water resources field; concludes that the Society should engage in activities 
in those fields now not being covered; and describes three alternative pro- 
posals. Proposal No. 1 would establish a new Division on Water Resources 
which would take over the water resources aspects of the five divisions now 
somewhat engaged therein, plus the activities now not being covered by any 
ASCE technical division. Proposal No. 2 would establish a new Division on 
Water Resources to cover those elements of the water resources field not now 
being covered by existing technical divisions. Proposal No. 3 would have the 
existing divisions expand the scope of their activities to cover the fields now 
not being engaged in. The task committee recommended adopting Proposal 
No. 3, and also recommended establishing a coordinating committee under the 
Society Committee on Division Activities, to be composed of one representative § 
from the Executive Committee of each of the five technical divisions concerned 
with water resources. 

The Hydraulics Division Executive Committee also took cognizance of a 
comprehensive proposal made by the Committee on Hydrology at its meeting 
in Chicago in February 1958 to reorganize certain of our technical committees 
and establish two new committees for the purpose of expanding the Hydraulics 
Division activities into the water resources field. 

Conclusions of the Hydraulics Division Executive Committee were as 
follow: 

a. That the field of water resources is not being covered in ASCE, and that 
this field should be covered within the scope of ASCE technical studies. 

b. That Proposal 3 of the task committee is the preferred method of ac- 
complishing the work in the water resources field. 

c. That the Executive Committee is willing to assume the necessary re- 
sponsibility for enlarging the Hydraulics Division scope of ASCE activities 
in the water resources field. 

d. That the Committee concurs in the task committee’s recommendation 
that a coordinating committee be established, and will be pleased to nominate 
a representative from the Hydraulics Division to the committee if and when so 
requested. 

It was decided to establish a new “Task Force on the Hydraulics Division 
Responsibilities in the Water Resources Field,” which would be requested to 
review the report of the Society’s Task Committee on Water Resources, 
review the existing committee setup within the Hydraulics Division, consider 
which existing agencies and which individuals would be best qualified for 
assisting the Hydraulics Division in expanding further into the water resources 
field, and make definite recommendations to the Executive Committee as to 
appropriate committees and personnel for carrying out those purposes.

The Task Force on Nomenclature for Hydraulics met in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, June 9-14, 1958. The purpose of the meeting was to review and 
agree on abbreviations, units of measure, symbols, definitions of hydraulic 
terms, and references.

Three papers are planned for the Tidal Hydraulics 
session.
